On the seamy side of the pic~ 
ture is the fact that a miner in 
America is fast becoming almost 
an extinct breed. One mine of 
the Clinchfield Coal Company in 
Virginia, for example, now cm- 
ploys just over 800 men to pro- 
duce as much coal as St would 
have taken 10,000 men before, 
Opportunities for employment in 
American ‘mines have declined 
by disastrous proportions, fall- 
ing from 406,000 jobs in 1932 to

1958, The coal industry claims 
that because of automation the 
few jobs that are left at least 
pay well. The labour move- 
ment is appalled at the prospect 
of what would happen in such

The government is still ex- 
ploring methods of how to deal 
with this sort of thing but it has 
already established a Bureau of 
Automation In the Labour De- 
pdrtment.

Dacca, May 14. 
The death toll of the cyclone 

that hit cast Pakistan on 
May 9 appeared today to 
be much higher than the 
figure ‘of 230 officially 
confirmed, with more 
news becoming available 
from the areas worst hit 
by the storm. 

Reporters, touring the Darisal 
district, telephoned today that in 
Perejepur alone, 500 persons 
were killed. Perejepur Js some 
150 miles from here. 

Although the extent of the 
crop damage Is yet to be known, 
at least 50 per cent of the east 
‘Pakistans’ golden fibre in the 
jute growing districts was fear- 
ed to have been severely 
damaged. . 

The cyclone, packing 100 to 
150 miles per hour winds, lash- 
ed two-thirds of east Pakistan 
fer cight hours and whapped up 
towering tldal waves that swept 
the offshore islands.

Referring to Russian achieve- 
ments in space, he commented: 
“A military man, my_ greatest 
concern is their ble use of 
this superior technology to deny 
space to any of our vchicles, 
either manned or unmanned, in 
the relatively near future.” 
General Flickinger did not say 
specifically how it would be 
possible for Russia to prevent 
US rockets and satellites belng 
launched into the cosmos.—AFP.

I use the word “quite” advisedly. Dr Jean Caux, plastic surgeon 
and specialist in “beauty,” who runs the Institut, claims to be some of 
the way there. If he cannot make you young for ever, he can offer a new 
Jease on youth—at least on the face of it. 


He clalms that his newest 
discovery in the field of aesthetic 
surgery allows hlm to remove 
wrinkles—permancntly. 


The cost is about £4 (HK$64) 
for treating an ordinary wrinkle, 
£8 CHK$128) extra if it in so 
deep he has to “unstick” it first; 
or, for de-wrinkling a whole 
face and neck, say £1 
(CHK$1,240). 


The process, he snys, is paln- 
Jess and harmless. In the three 
and a half years he has been 
practising the new method more 
than 15,000 men and women 
have been treated, and not one 
4s the worse for It—except per- 
haps financially. 


The Jean Caux dewrinkl!ing 
process, known as “face mend- 
ing,” involves werk with needle 
and thread. The necdie goes In 
at one end of the wrinkle, fol- 
lows the Mne of the — wrinkle 
beneath the skin drawing after 
it the “thread,” which 1a left 
in the skin, filling out the in- 
dentation which caused the tell- 
tale linc. 


Absorbed 


The “thread” is usually 
made from vegetable slik which 
in absorbed slowly [nto the 
system. It takes about three or 
four months to dissolve and at 
the end of that time the wrinkle 
has permanently disappeared. 

An Injection of ovocaine 
provents any sensation of pain 
at the time of “sewing.” The 
whole operation takes about 15 
minutes, - 


Thirty-slx-year-old Dr Caux, 
born in  Perplgnnn, js a tall, 
slim, dark, nearly handsome 
man with a sense of humour 
and a warm, sympathetic 
manner. 


He understands fully, he says, 
the terrible feeling of personal 
despair which can overwhelm a 
woman when the looking glass 
tells her she is old. while she 
herself still feels young. 


“Women say’ they want to 
look young for thelr husbands, 
for thelr lovers, for thelr jobs, 
for their children. Anything 
but the truth: Jn reality, it Is 
just for themselves. 


Happier . 


“So when they can loolc 
again into that same glass and 
see a face which pleasses them, 
they become happier, at peace 
with themselves once more. 
And the husbands and lovers, 
the children and staffs do actual- 
ly benefit—though not perhaps 
in the way the de-wrinkled one 
wants to believe,” 

Dr Caoux thinks the successful 
beauty doctor must be some- 
thing of the soothsayer, the 
faith-healer and the arltat. 


His patlents are made up as 
follows: ‘one man_ for every 
hundred women. Tho women 
are “of oll sorts, and of every 
oge." The men ore “mostly 
business men and doctors — 
people who come Into contact 
with' the public and who feel 
{t detracts from thelr worth !f 
they appear too old.” 


The richest among his clients 
are not content with simple 
de-wrinkling. They often elect 
to spend elght days in his other 
clinic just outside Paris. 


There, for about £85 
(HKS$1,320) a day they are re- 
vitalised. 


The process here follows age- 
old, [f unconventional, lines. 
young lamb Is killed for each 
patient dally, and the patient is 
injected with a serum manufac- 
tured from ts heart,  llver 
kidneys, and brhins, 


Chopped 


For lunch, the same patient 
will then cat a finely chopped 
mixture of these same organs, 
“raw, but well-stasoned,” sad 
Dr Caux. 


Supper cach night consists of 
raw,’ finely chopned and well- 
seasoned vegetables. 


‘It smackg a- bit of black 
magic and sorcerers and that 
sort of thing, I know,” sald Dr 
Caux. “But {those old witch- 
doctors who uscd to cat their 
encinies hearts and other 
organs knew ao thing or two. 
People leave the clinle looking, 
feeling and acting 20 years 
younger.” 

There’ 1s a great influx of 
patients for de-wrinkling and 
revitallsing every spring. “tr: 
really can't say why,” sold) Dr 
Caux. “But it has always been 
50 — nomething to do with the 
sop rislng, J suppose." ‘
